cued the revolted colonics 
from certain fubjedion, and 
whichy by inducing the 
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In our own coundy » its name ftill ftin the 
bloodi wannly and proudtyi in the popu- 
lar heart. The intereft that thus attaches 
to the fubjed has led to the publication 
of numerous official, and other Documents, 
relating to the Expedition of Burgoyne, 
and its unfucceflFul termination. The 
Publifher feels that he cannot err, in the 
opinion that that intereft will yet juftify 
an addition to our authentick printed 
memorials of thefe events ; and, in that 
belief, he takes much pleafure in laying 
before the Publick the Orderly Book of 
General Burgoyne^s Expedition.

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not through medki colored by the incenfe 
of paitialityi or darkened by the findce 
of prejudice ; but, viewing thefe events of 
the paft in their own truthful light, we 
are enabled to exercife our individual 
judgment, and form conclufions altogether 
our own. The very nature of an Orderly 
Book, its ftridly pradical, almoft common- 
place charader, gives a peculiar truft- 
worthincfs to the opinions formed from 
its perufal : and in cafes like the prefent 
one, whether the verdid be of approval 
or of cenfurc, we cannot doubt that it is 
both unbiafled and juft.

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N ptdentiiig to the Public avohiaM 
conttining mainlf Orders ifbdl 
from day to day, to an Anay o« 
its mardi, fiune apology may bo 
deemcil proper, were it not diat 
the intercfts inTolved in the marcb 
of that Army were of fuch vaft 
magnitude as not only to juftify, but to end the 
prefervatton of every record, however trivial and 
minute, of every well eftabliflied incident and drcum- 
ftance conneded with its progrefs and operations. 

The people of the Colonies had already been two years 
arrayed in hoftility againft EngUnd ; the DecUration 
of Independence had been nearly twelve months before 
the world, yet fo far from decided was the refult of 
theconteft, that no Court in Europe dared as yet 
B 
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to acknowledge that Independmc^ or to rUkaTicatjr 
irith America* 

It was at this faUbn of gloom, uncertuntf and 
doubt, when many good men already hefitated, and 
feme had even deipaired, that Great Britain gathered 
up her (Irength aftefh, evoked her power at home and 
exerted her influence abroad, for one combined and 
overwhelming movement that would, (he promifed 
herfelf, forever cru(h the giant nation ftruggling to 
be bom. 

As Commander of the Northern Diviiion of this 
movement, the miniftry had feleded an officer who had 
already diflinguifhed himfelf in the field ; whofe merit, 
they admitted, it had been their care to cherifh; dif- 
covering it in its growth and rewarding it in its pro- 
grefs by raifing him above his feniors in the fervice.' 

John Burcoyne, the Oflicer in queflion, was a man 
not only of obicure birth, but even of doubtful parent- 
age. He is faid, upon what authority does not appear, 
to have been the illegitimate fon of Lord Bingley. Be 
this as it may, his education was of the mod liberal kind, 
and it is not improbable that he was either deftined for, 
or had rcfolved upon, the profeflTion of arms, at a very 
early period. Whilft yet a fubaltern, without any fortune 
but his fword, he had the rare good luck to engage the 
affedions of, and run away with. Lady Charlotte Stanley,

He crofled the Tagiis, at midaigbt on the ijd, and 
with 400 of hit own regiment, was joined aa he ad* 
vanced by one or two fmall detachments, and after a 
laborious march of more than fifteen leagues, per- 
formed through bad roads, and without haltii^ ho 
arrived on the morning of the 26th at ibme diftance 
from the town of Alcantara. His intention had been 
to furprife the place before break of day, but he now 
found that from the delay, occafioned by the ignoranee 
of the guides, the dawn was at hand, and his fehemo 
would be fruftrated if he wMtcd till his whole divifion 
could cooperate in the attack. He, therefore, boldly 
pu(hed forward with his dragoons alone. This audacity 
was favoured by fortune. At the head of his handfid 
of foldicrs he entered the town with fuch determined 
refolution, that the guards in the fquare were all killed 
or made prifoners before they could take arms, and 
the ends of the ftreets were (ccured after a trifling re- 
fiftance. Some parties, having rallied, attempted to 
return to the charge ; but their lives paid the forfeit 
of their temerity. A firing was for a (hort time kept 
up from the windows. It was, however, put a ftop to. 
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bf the mciiaoe of IMng die town in ftuniet, at the fbvr 
coraen, if the doors and windows were not inftantly 
thrown open. Parties were immediately ient out to 
purfue fuch of the enemy as had eicaped into the 
country, and in this fenrice their fucoKs was very 
confiderable. 

In this gallant adion the lofs of the Engli(h was 
icarcely worthy of notice ; while on the other hand, 
that of the Spaniards was remarkably ievere. Many 
prifoners were taken, among whom was the Spanifli 
general, and the regiment of Seville was totally de- 
ftroyed. Three ftandards, with a large quantity of 
arms and ammunition, fell into the hands of the vidors. 
In confequence of the ftriA difcipline obfcrved by the 
Britilh, very little was Aiffcred by the town or inhabit- 
ants. The generoiity and gallantry of Burgoyne were 
indeed fubjeds of praife among the Spanilh officers 
themfelves. From the Count de la Lippe they re- 
ceived, in the public orders of the day, the higheft 
encomiums. 

All danger was thus at an end on the (ide of Alemtgo; 
but it was not fo on the other bank of the Tagus, where 
their immenfe fuperiority of numbers enabled the 
Spaniards to obuin a footing, though but a trifling 
one, in Portuguefe Eftramadura, and make a fome- 
what nearer approach to the capital. Early in Odober 
they atucked the old Moorilh caftle of Villa Velha, 



tad the dcCkt of St. SimcM. Tht oMe m^fbrft 
eonfideralib dmc^ fiipported acioft the river by Brig»» 
dier Bargojrnc^ who was polkd Mtf Nifii lad dM 
Tagut. It waty however, at faift compelled to figvm* 
der, the enemy having contrived to torn the pofitkm. 

A body of two thou&nd Spanhrds now encamped 
in the neighbouriiood of VilU Velha. It was (oom 
perceived by Burgoyne^ that this corps, proud of its 
late fucceflcs, was a little more carelefr than was 
proper in the neighbourlyxid of a vigiUnt and enter- 
prifing advcrfary. For this unibldier-like negligence 
he foon infliAed upon them an exemphry chaftiicmenc» 
Under his orders Lieutenant G>lond Lm, afterwards a 
Major General in the Army of the American Revolutioay 
crofled the Tagus, on the night of the 5th of Odober, 
with a detachment of 350 Britifli foldiers, and fuccecded 
in completely furprifing the Spani(h camp. A confider- 
able flaughter took place, with a very trifling lofi to 
the afTailants. Some magazines were burned, ta can- 
nons fpiked, and fixty artillery mules, and a Urge 
quantity of baggage taken. After this deciiive blow, 
the detachment recroflTed the Tagus, and refumed its 
original quarters, without interruption. 

Here dofed the campaign. Harrafled, difpiritcd, 
and reduced to almoft one half of their original num- 
bers, the Spanifli troops retired within their own 
frontier. Peace was fliortly after concluded between 
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the belligerait.poweny tad the fubjeft of tUt memoir 
returned to hb own country, with the reputation of 
an enlightened, intrepid, and tG&yt officer. On the 
8th of Odober, previoufly to hit embarking for Eng- 
land, he had been raifed to the rank of Colonel, 

At the general eledion in 1761, he had been chofen 
member for Midhurft, and he accordingly, on hit 
arrival from Portugal, took his feat in the Houfe of 
Commons. He docs not, however, appear to have 
been, at this period, a veryv adiv6 member. On the 
1 8th of March, 1762, he was appointed Colonel of the 
16th Light Dragoons. At the cledion in 1768, he 
he was returned for the borough of Prefton. Some 
circumftances ariiing from this event, and from his 
prefumed connedion with the Duke of Grafton, drew 
upon him the hoftility of Junius, who, in (cveral of 
his letters, adverts to him in language of great feverity. 
The fiime year he was appointed Governor of Fort' 
William; and Major General in 1772. 

In the debates of Parliament he now took a more 
frequent part than he had before done. The adminiftra- 
tion having accepted, in 177 1, from the Spani(h govern- 
ment, a very inadequate fatisfadion for the infult which 
had been offered to Great Britain, by the feizure of 
the Falkland Iflands, he arraigned their condud in a 
fpeech of much eloquence and vigour. But his efforts, 
and thofe of his friends, were unavailing ; an addreft 
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approring die conveiitioii between the t wo po fw ue wn 
auTied by a large majority. 

The next year he was not left ftrenuoos in endc^roor- 
ing to deted and bring to puni(hmenc the cormptioa 
and delinquency which diigraced the charadert of thofe 
to whom authority had been delegated in the Eaftera 
empire. It was on his motion that a committee was 
appointed ** to inquire into the nature, ftate, and con- 
'* dition of the Eaft India Company, and of the Britifli 
** affairs in the Eaft Indies." His fpccch on this Occa- 
(ion is highly honourable to him, both as a man, and 
as an orator. As chairman of the committee, he found 
himfclf repeatedly called upon to defend the meafures 
and intentions of himfelf and his colleagues, and he 
was not backward in the performance of this duty. 

But, amidft the preflure of fenatorial and profeifional 
avocations, he found time for purfuits of a more light 
and amufing nature. A marriage took place in June, 
1774, between Edward, fon of Lord Stanley, and Lady 
Elizabeth Hamilton, daughter of the Duke of Ham- 
ilton. On this occafion a fete champctre was given at 
the Oaks, which in tafte and fplendour far exceeded every 
thing of the kind that had been fcen before. The fuper- 
intendence of the whole was committed to Burgoyne, 
It was for this feftival that he wrote his firft dramatic 
piece, entitled l^be Maid of the Oaks. This elegant comic 
entertainment was afterwards, with fome additions, it 
C 
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isiaid, fiom.diepeaof Garrick, fnocefllully brou^t 
forward on the iKMirds of Drury Lane Theatre.. Nor 
has it yet loft its attradions with the public^ though 
Mrs. Baddely and Mrs. AbingdoHi the original repre- 
fentatives of Maria and Lady Bab Lardoon, have never 
been equalled by later performers of thofe charaders. 

His attention, however, was foon called off from 
letters to arms. He embarked in 1775, "^^^ Generals 
Howe and Clinton, for America, and arrived at Bofton 
early in June.' Some of the official papers iflued there, 
at that period, are attributed to his pen. His ftay this 
time in America was (hort, as he returned to England 
during the winter. But in the fpring of 1776, he failed 
for Canada, where he had fomc (hare in alTifting Sir 
Guy Carleton to expel the Americans, who had for 
many months held a footing in that province, and 
even reduced its capital, Quebec, to the greateft ex- 
tremity. The campaign being at an end, he again, at 
the dofe of the year, landed in his native country. 
During his abfence in America he fuffered the lofs 
of his wife. Lady Charlotte Burgoyne, who died at 
Keniington Palace, on the 5th of June, 1776.

1777, a decifive effort agunft the revolted Coloniei. A 
hrge force was to penetrate toward Albany fiom Canada, 
by the way of the Lakes, while another confiderable 
body advanced up the Hudfon's river, for the purpofe 
of joining the Canadian army. By this means it 
was hoped that all communication would be cut off 
between the Northern and Southern Colonies, and that 
each of them, being left to its own means of defence, 
and attacked by fuperior numbers, would inevitably 
be reduced with little trouble. To diftrad the atten- 
tion of the enemy, a detachment was at the fiune time 
to attack Fort Stanwix on the Mohawk river. 

On the id of September, 1776, Burgoyne was ap- 
pointed Lieutenant General, preparatory to afTuming 
command of this expedition. His opinion of, and 
dirpofttion towards the Americans, may be inferrc4 
from his fpeech already pronounced in Parliament on 
the motion for the Repeal of the Ad impofing a Duty 
on Tea. He confidered that America had been fpoiled 
by too much indulgence; the independence of that 
country of the Britiih legiflature was in queftion, and 
he was ready to refift that propofition and to contend 
at any future time againft fuch independence. The 
future here appealed to was at hand, and we (hall now (ee 
what it had in (lore for the champion of Parliamentary 
Taxation. 
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His Army, nombering b e tw een fevca end eight 
dumfimd men, fet out fiom St John*! on die 14th of 
June^ 1777, lad encamped at the river Bouquet, on 
the weft fide of Lake Champlain, near Crown Point. 
At this phce lie met the Indians in congrefi, and, 
according to die ufual cuftom, gave them a war feaft. 
To repreis their native barbarity, he addrefled them in 
a fpeech, recommending humanity to the enemy, and 
promiiing rewards for priibners, but afliiiring them 
that all claims they might make for icalps would be 
looked into with a very fufpicious eye. His next ftep 
was to ifliie a Manifefto to the Americans, in which 
their hopes and fears were alternately worked upon, in 
order to induce their return to obedience. 

Turgid, pompous and bombaftic, this Proclamation 
inftead of producing the effed dcfired, became the fub- 
jed of ridicule, derifion and fatire, and inftead of 
frightening the Americans, only gained for its author 
the foubriquet of Chrononbotonthologos, It was turned 
into Hudibraftic rhymes by, it is (aid, the witty Hop- 
kinfbn, who thus traveftied the threats of the Britifh 
General:

** Ka/dt foam and tear, and grin and roar,

Tioooderoga, which t 
retreat was diicoveied at the dawa of the 6th of J«lf • 
A rapid purfiiit was infrmdy hcgm^ and coarimmd 
with fuch vigour that their ve&b were totdly deftfoycd. 
HopelcA of making aay Hand at Sken cl boroagh, the 
American troops retired, after deftroyii^ as wdl as 
they could, the various works which had been railed fer 
its defence. 

At Skenciborou^ General Bnrgoyne wascompeOcd 
to wait icveral days for the arrival of tents» haggagc^ 
and provifions. While his Army remained heie^ it 
was inceflTancly employed in opening roads. Towards 
the end of July, it arrived near Fort Edward, which was 
abandoned by the Americans, who retired to Saratoga. 
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Here^ aotwithftuidiiig the moft ftrenoout endcavovrt 
were u(ed to forwird the (enrice, a halt of fifteen days 
was found indiipenfable for the purpofe of bringing for- 
ward bateaux, provifions, and ammunition^ from Fort 
Anne. Neither oxen nor horfes were to be procured, 
and the countrjr was befides inundated with continued 
rain. Intelligence was here received that Colonel St. 
Leger had begun the (iege of Fort Sunwix. General 
Burgoyne, therefore, determined to crois the Hudfon 
river. But, though every nerve had been ftrained, 
the proviiion in ftore was very trifling. A fupply, 
however, muft abfolutely be obtained. The Ameri- 
cans had eftablilhed a magazine at Bennington, and it 
was hoped that by furpriiing it, a large proportion of 
what was wanted might be iecured. On this (ervice 
Lieutenant Colonel Baum was difpatched, with about 
five hundred men. The Britilh, at the fame time, 
moved along the Hudfon, and threw a bridge over it 
oppofite Saratoga. Baum had not reached Bennington, 
when he received advice that the enemy were in great 
force at that place. He accordingly halted, and fent 
off to the Englilh camp for afli (lance. It was dif- 
patched, but before its arrival Baum had been attacked, 
and his whole party killed or made prifoners. Ignorant 
of his defeat, the detachment which had been fent to 
his fuccour continued to. advance, until it was fur- 
rounded by the victorious Americans, and fuffcred 
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vtrj ibrcrdy in making its retical. Six knndrad men 
were loft to die army by thefe fwo engagements. 
Shortly after^ Colonel St. L^er was compelled to retire 
from before Fort Stanwix. 

Nearly thirty days' provifion having been coUeAcd, 
Burgoyne croflTed the Hudibn, about the middle of 
September, and encamped at Saratoga. The Ameri* 
cans were at Stillwater. The Briti(h advanced to at- 
tack them in that pofition, and an obftinate battle 
cnfuedy in which much honour, but no (olid advan- 
tage, was gained by the aflailants. The field of battle^ 
it is true, remained in the poflTcflion of the Britifliy 
but nothing more, and it was dearly paid for by the 
fall of a number of brave nicn. Nothing could be 
done againft the American camp, all approach to which 
was rendered impradicable by natural obilades, as well 
as by numerous fortifications. Every day alio (welled 
the force of the Americans, and leiTcned that of the 
Briti(h. 

Still hoping that, by the approach of an ariny up 
the Hudfon from New York, he (hould be enabled to 
accomplilh the purpofe of the campaign, General Bur- 
goyne decided upon holding his pofition as long as pof- 
fible. Great exertions were accordingly made to (ecure ^ 
it by ftrong lines and redoubts. 

But while the General was fufficiently occupied in 
front, by the American Army, a daring attempt was 
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made to ihiat him up in die rear. From the head of 
die Connefticat riyer a bodjr of fifteen hundred men 
marched, with the utmoft fecrefy, and without being 
diicovered, agunft Ticonderoga, and fucceeded in 
furprifing (bme of the outpofts of that place. They 
made reiterated adaultt upon the fortrefs itfclfy for four 
days; but, being every time repulfed, they at laft 
retired. 

The month of Odober opened, and no afliftance 
was at hand to extricate Burgoyne from his perilous 
fituation. He now found it expedient to put the 
troops upon a (horter allowance, and on the 7th of 
Odober, to make a movement to the right, to difcovcr 
whether it was pofTible to open a pafllage forward, or, if 
that could not be done, at lead to facilitate a retreat. 
This motion was alfo defigned to cover a forage of 
the army. 

Fifteen hundred men, with eight cannon and two 
howitzers, were deftined for this purpofe. The General 
himfelf commanded them, and was feconded by fome 
of his bed officers. But Arnold, who had perceived 
how critical his fituation would be if he were turned, 
did not wjut to receive an attack ; he quitted his poii- 
tion, and gave battle to the diviiion which was advanc- 
ing againft him. Conftantly reinforced by fre(h bat* 
talions he fucceeded, after a defpcrate conflid, in 
driving the Britilh to their camp, which was immcdi- 
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acdy aflkolted tn various partSi and the Americans 
broke into the lines in that quarter which was defended 
by Colonel Breynumn. An opening was thus made on 
the right and the rear. 

The poittion being no longer tenable it was reiblved 
to abandon it, and take poft on the heights above the 
hofpital, by which the front would be changed, and 
the Americans compelled to form a new difpofidoo* 
This delicate and dangerous movement was eflfeded in 
the night without lofs or diforder. Battle was next day 
offered to the Americans, whofe movements obliged the 
Britifli to leave their favourable ground, and retire 
towards Saratoga. By the morning of the tenth the 
whole of their Army had croflTed ihe fords of the 
Fi(hkill near that place, and pofted itfelf in a ftrong 
Atuation. It was followed there by the Americans, 
who took every (lep which could preclude the poffi- 
bility of efcape. 

Far from all fuccour, furrounded in the mod diffi- 
cult of countries by an Army more than four times 
his own in numbers, proviiions growing (hort, the r^- 
ments mouldering away, every part of the camp cxpoied 
to grape and rifle (hot, and without power to compel 
the enemy to an adion, Burgoyne aflembled a council 
of war to deliberate upon the meafures to be taken in 
fo painful an exigency. Such were the drcumftances 
of the cafe, that to advance, retreat, or engage, was 
D 
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equally impoAble. The ummimoiis roice of the 
council, thmfere^ was for entering upon a negotiation. 
It was finally lettled between the generals, that the 
Britifli Army fliould march out of its camp with all 
the honours of war, and (hould be fent to Europe, 
on condition of not (erving in America during the pre- 
fent war. 

Thus 'terminated this attempt to crufli the Inde- 
pendence of this country, and thus it was, amid the 
throes and thunders of battle, that the American nation 
was ulhered vidorioufly into life, and baptized in blood 
on the field of Saratoga. The nations of Europe no 
longer hefiuted to recognize its legitimacy, which 
France had the honour the firft to acknowledge, on the 
6th February, 1778. * 

The ideas hitherto entertained of the Americans by 
Gen. Burgoyne, now experienced a total revolution, 
and he declared that it would be impofiible for Britain 
to fucceed in her views, and that he (hould, on his 
return to England, recommend the recognition of their 
Independence. 

He arrived early in 1778 in that country, whither 
the news of the Saratoga convention had preceded him, 
and had been received by Minifters with the moft 
bitter vexation. Prefled already beyond endurance by 
the oppofition, they were well aware that this additional 
heavy mifTortune would be urged againft them in 
Parliament with all the powers of argument and 
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doqnoice. To chrov the blame m the 
thebcft mcentofefeaping t cp r oe d ithatl M ggc ft e d itfelf 
to their minds. No open attack was indeed immedi- 
ately made in either hoolc^ hot infinuatiotts and hinu 
were not fpared. 

An audience with hbSovcreign was r e qu eft e d, and 
refiiied. A court of inquiry, appointed to examine 
his cafe, dcdared him, as a prifencr on parole^ to be 
out of its cognizance ; and a court martial, which he 
next infiftcd upon, was denied him on the frmegnnrnd. 
Parliament alone remained upon which he could throw 
himfelf for a hearing. He accordingly, on the 26th of 
May, attended his duty in the Houfe of Commons, 
and vindicated hb condud in a long, animated, and 
(atiiVadory fpccch. Two days after he made another in 
which he arraigned with pointed feverity the wcakne& 
and incapacity of thofe who held the reins of govern- 
ment. Some management had been obfervcd towards 
him by Minifters during the firil debate, but they were 
now goaded into the moft determined hoftility. To get 
rid entirely ot all further trouble from him, a weak 
attempt was made by (bme of them to exclude him 
from the houfe, under pretence that, as a prifbner of 
war, he could have no right to fpcak or vote. The 
Speaker being appealed to for his opinion on the fub- 
jed, his decifion was given in favour of the GeneraL 

As this mode of getting rid of him had failed, it 
was refblved to try another. A lucky opportunity of 
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aiinftancc of Congreft hariiig declined to nsiSf the 
CoBTcntioii, until adriccs of its baring been s p pt o red 
of bjr tbe Engliih miniftrjr bad arrived in America. 
An order from the fecretary of war was accordingly 
(ent him in tbe beginning of Jane to repair to New 
England, bis pre(cnce there being neceflary to the 
troops. Obedience to this order he very properiy de- 
clined. A long correipondence took place on this 
fubje^ which ended by his voluntary refignation of 
all his appointments, amoundng, it has "been iaid, to 
aboat $17,000 a year. His rank in the Army he, 
however, retained, in order to render him amenable 
to a court martial hereafter, and to enable him to 
fulfil his peribnal faith with the enemy. 

The long-defired time for defending his calumniated 
charader at length arrived. A committee had, on the 
repeated demands of Sir William Howe, been appointed 
in 178 1, to inquire into his own condud during the 
American war. Before the fittings of this committee 
were clofed, Burgoyne fucceeded in procuring evidence 
to be examined before it with refped to the proceedings 
of the army under his command. The refiilt was fuch 
as could not but be highly flattering to his feelings. 
Every ofiicer that was examined gave the ftrongeft tef> 
timony to his bravery and fuperior talents. It did not 
appear that a fingle fiiult had been found with any of 
his plans or movements by the moft enlightened judges 
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who wcft on (enrice with him; but it did 6aaAf ap- 
pear that he enjojred the entire confidence of the army, 
and that, in fituations of the moft trying nature^ in the 
fiice of difafter, of danger, and of death, he waa looked 
ap to by hia troops with the warmeft aflRrdion, and 
the moft undoubted reliance; that they were at all 
times ready to fuffer, to fight, and to perifli with hinu 
The committee was (hortly after fuddenly difiblved, 
without having pafied a fingle reibludon upon the 
fubjcd which had been referred to its confidmtion. 

In 1780 he appeared before the public with' two 
projudions of very difiimilar natures. The firft of 
thcfe was, A Stale of I be Expedition frvm CmoJa ss imd 
before tbe Houfe of Commons and verified by Evidence. It 
was infcribed, in an elegant and affedionate addreis, to 
the officers of the army which he had commanded 
sgainft the Americans. He narrates, in a concife and 
pcrfpicuous manner, yet with great fpirit, the whole 
of the tranfadions which took place. 

His other literary effort was a comic opera, in three 
acts, called Tbe Lord of the Manor ^ which was received 
with much applaufe. It is a light but lively and well- 
concluded little piece, far fuperior in merit to many 
later favorites of the fame kind. In the courie of it, 
many fevere and witty fiircafms are aimed at the ad- 
minidration which was then in power. 

The party which had fo long and fo eloquently op- 
pofed the ruinous war with America having at laft been 
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adlcd to fliaie in the toils and the honoun of govwn- 
ment, Gen. Boigoyne was not forgotten. He wm on 
the i6th of April, 1782, appointed Commander in 
Chief of hb Majefty't forces in Ireland; a few days 
after, a member of the privy council of that country, 
and on the 7th June, 1782, Colonel of the 4th Foot. 
The rank of commander in chief, however, he re- 
tuned not quite two years, when a new adminiftration 
was again formed. 

The new Miniftry (bon found itielf vigoroufly 
attacked by the party in oppofttion. No pains were 
fpared to render it an objed of hatred and contegdpt. 
To accomplifli thefe ends the powers both of wit and 
argument were inceflantly employed. Of the weapons 
ufed in the lighter of thefe two modes of hoftility, the 
CriiicifMj M tbi RolliaJ^ and the Proiaihnary Odes^ were, 
perhaps, the moft ofTeniive to the minifter and his 
firiends. No Icfs than twenty-one editions of them 
have been publiihed. The IVtftminfter Guidt^ and one 
of the Probaiiouary Odes^ were contributed by General 
Burgoyne. Both thefe pieces are reprinted in the 
CoUedion of his Works. 

In 1786 appeared his comedy of The Heirrfs. It was 
welcomed, by crowded audiences, with that applaufe 
which it fo well merited. Nor was it left attradive 
in the dofet. The fele of ten editions in one year 
bore ample teftimony to its merits. He not long 
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after gtve to the ttagt an adapcatkNi of Sedme't kif- 
torictd romance of Rkksri Otar it Um^ and was 
again fuccefflfiil in hb datm to pablic apptobation* 
The piece had a very flattering run, and has been finoe 

revived. 

At an early period of his parliamentary career, Gen« 
Burgoyne was adive in the purfuit and expofure of 
Indian dclinqacncy. After a lapfe of thirteen years 
he was called upon to aflift others in the perform- 
ance of a (imilar taflc. He was chofim in 1787, one of 
the committee of managers for conduding the im- 
pcachment of Mr. Haftings. Under this charader he^ 
during the courfe of the trial, moved the ccnfure of 
the houfe upon Major Scott, for a libel on the con- 
dud of the committee. The motion was carried. His 
ftcady performance of his duty as a manager, expofed 
him to an anonymous attack, publiihed in a coUcdion 
of cpiftlcs, the poetical ftyle of which was in imitation of 
the Nrjo Bath Guide. The condufion of M r. Haftings*s 
trial the General did not live to witneis. His death 
took place on the 4th of Auguft, 1792, ftom a fudden 
attack of the gout, at his houfe in Hertford ftreet. May 
Fair, and was an unexpeded ftroke to his friends, as 
he had been out in apparently good health the preced- 
ing day. He was buried, in a very private manner, 
on the 13th, in the doifters of Weftminfter Abbey. 
Only one coach, containing four gentlemen, attended 
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Us fuacfaL . No memorial, not crai t limple ftone^ 
marks the ^pot where Ms remains are interred.' 

Having dms difpo&d of the prindpal aftor in the 
momentous movement againft the infimt liberties of 
the Republic, nothing remains but to allude to feme 
other portion of our labours. By the courtefy of Mr. 
Thornton of Bofton, we are enabled to add a copy 
of the Parole figncd by the officers of the army at 
Cambridge, in December, 1777; alfo the names of 
thofe officers now, as fiu* as we are aware, for the iirft 
time corredly printed. The reader will find alfo, in 
this volume, carefully prepared biographical (ketches 
of Gen. James Wilkinfon, Gen. Ricdefel, and other 
officers who macie this campaign, knd likewife a lift of 
the fcveral Brunfwick officers who ferved under Gen. 
. Riedefers command. We are indebted to the polite- 
nefi of the Hon. Jambs Partridge, Secretary of 
State of Maryland, for a copy of the joint Refolution 
of the General AiTcmbly of that State, conferring a 
penfion on Gen. Wilkinfon, and to Mr. Dawson of 
White Plains, for the German work from which we 
have obtained the materials for the life of Gen. Riedefel, 
and the roll of his officers, with fuch particulars as 
are appended to each of their names. Other affiftance 
will be found acknowledged in the Appendix.

General Burgejne takes the Occafion of 
the Army aflembling to expreis publickly the hieh 
Opinion he entertains of the Troops which his 
Nlaje(ty has been gracioufly pleafed to entruft to 
his Command ; they could not have been (eleded 
more to his SatiffaAion. And the Lieut. General 
trufts it will be received as one mark of his Atten- 
tion to their Glory and Welfare, that with the 
promife of every encouragement the fervice will 
allow, he declares a determination, and he calls 
upon every officer to aflift him, to maintain a 
fteadv Syftem of Subordination and Obedience. 

The following Standing Regulations laid down 
to prevent the neccffity of lengthening the daily 
Orders, and are to be invariably obfcrved. 

Officers of all Ranks commanding out Pods and 
Detachments, are conftantly to fortify in the beft 
manner the circumftances of the place and the 
implements at hand will permit. Felling Trees 
with their Points outward, barricading Churches 
and Houfes, Breaftworks of Earth and Timber, are 
generally to be effected in a (hort Time, and the 
Science of Engineering is not neccflary lo find and 
apply fuch reiburces. The Practice of fortifying 
which is ufeful in all Services, is particularly fo in

The Officers will take all proper C _ 
and efpcdaDjr at the beginning of the Campaign^ 
to inculcate in the men's mindi a Reiianoe npon the 
BxfoneL Men of half dieir bodOy ftrength. and 
even Cowards may be their match in firing; bne 
the onfirt of Bayonets in the hands of the VaEant 
is irrciiftible. The Enemy* convinced of this tnith» 
place their whcde denendanoe in Entrcnchroenis 
and Rifle pieces. It frill be our Glory and pre- 
fenration to ftorm where poffiUe. 

The Attention of every Officer in AAion is to 
be employed upon hb men. To make uie of a 
Fufil, except in very extraordinary cafes of imme- 
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diate perfimal defence, would betray an ignorance 
of his importance, and his Duty. 

No occafion can make it neceflarjr to keep the 
Arms loaded in the Bell Tents : nor are the Bat- 
talions of the Line ever to be loaded upon the march 
till very near the time when they may be expeAed 
to engage. 

No Parties are to go from Camp with or with- 
out Arms, without a proportionate number of 
Officers. Not only the Difcipline and Honour, 
but alfo the fafcty of the Troops require the ftriAeft 
prohibition from Straggling and Plundering, and 
the Savages as well as the Provoft, will have Orders 
to puniih Offenders in thefe refpeds, inflantly, and 
with the utmofl rigour. 

The Camp will always be extended as widely as 
the Ground will admit, for the fake of Cleanlinefs 
and of Health ; but as it mufl often happen that 
the extent will be infufficient for the Line to form 
in the Front of the Encampment, according to the 
prefcnt eftablifhment of open Files and two deep, 
the Quartcr-Mafter-General will therefore mark at 
every new Camp the Portion of Ground each Bat- 
talion is to clear over and above its own Front, in 
order to make the work equal. To clear this 
Ground muft be the immediate bufincfs after arriv- 
ing in Camp, and in this Country, it may often be 
neceflary to have an Alarm Poft cleared in the Rear 
as well as in the Front. By clearing is meant the 
removal of fuch obflrudlions as might prevent the 
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ready fenning of the Troops to recdve or adtance 
upon the Enemy. It is not neceflaiy to cut the 
large Trees for that purpofe, except where they 
may afford Shelter for the Enemv. 

Quarter Guards are always to race outwards, and 
at the diftance of a hundred yards from the Bdlsof 
Arms, and to have a Fluke of earth or timber 
thrown up before them. 

When the Encampment of the Line is with the 
Front to the watcr» and too near to admit of this 
regulation^ the Quarter Guards are to be polled in 
the Rear, and thofe of the Flank Regiments occa- 
fionally upon the Flanks. 

Thougn the ground will feldom admit a ftrift 
regularity in pitching the Officers* Tents, they are 
never to be placed fo as to interfere with the Line 
of Defence. 

All Dcfcrtcrs from the Enemy, fufpeded Spies, 
or other pcrfons prcfenting themfelvQ at the Out- 
pods, or otherwiie ftopped, are to be fent forthwith 
to Head Quarters, without qucftioning them. 

In all Duties by Detachment, the Corps will 
furniHi according to their Effcdtive Strength. 

When the Lieut. General vifits an Outpoft, the 
men are not to (land to their Arms, or pay him 
any Compliment. 

The Articles of War which regard the men, to 
be read at the head of every Regiment to-morrow 
evening parade, and afterwards thefe Regulations. 
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The Duly Dodet wiU be as follows. One 
Brigadier General for the Day, who will vifit the 
Ootpofts, and have a General infpedion over the 
Camp. All reports are to be made through him, 
except when any Alarm or other Exigency requires 
inftant notice to the Commander-in-Chief. 

A Major of Brigade for the Day, who is to pa- 
rade all Guards, and Detachments, ficc. 

When the laft Brigade arrives the Picquet will 
confift of one Field Officer for each Wing; one 
Captain for each Brigade, one Subaltern, one Ser- 
jeant, one Corporal, and twenty-five Private men, 
from each Regiment. A Drum to be furnifhed by 
the Regiment which gives the Captain. 

The whole Picquet to afTemble half an hour be- 
fore Gun firing at the Centre of the Line, and to 
be exercifed in marching and charging with Bayo- 
nets, under the inrpe£tion of the Brigadier of the 
day, in order that the Britifh and German Troops 
may acquire a uniformity of pace and motion when 
adting together in Line. 

Half die Picquet is always to be pofled during 
the night at fome diftance from the Camp, and at 
fuch places as may be expofcd to the fecret approach 
of the Enemy. It will be the care of the Briga- 
dier of the Day to pofl them.

WIS bom on the 3d June, 1738, at 
LauterlMch in Rlunehcfle. About 
the ige of I { be wis Tent to Colleje 
at Marburg, where he Oionly ifter 
entered the miliury fenice as Enfig;n 
in an Infantry regiment then in gar- 
riron in that place. This regiment 
having been received into the Eng- 
liOi eUibliOiment, Enfign Riedefcl 
accompanied it to England* where 
he remained fur a couple of yeart 
and acquired, during hu fojoure, a 
tolerable knowledge of the Englilh 
language. On the breaking out of 
the Seven years* war in 17(6, hit 
regiment was recalled to Germany, 
where he was atuched 10 the perfoa 
of Prince Ferdinand of Bninfwick. 
He was appointed in the year 
1760, Capuin of a reghnent of 
Heflian Huflars, then lately form- 
ed, and which is defcribed as one 
of the bed and moll fplendid in the 
fervice. .After ferving two yean 
in that corps, he found himfelf pafled 
• by when promotions were made, 
which led him to rcfign his com- 
miflion, but in reparation for the 
lofs Prince Ferdinand appointed him 
Lieutenant-Colond of his Bbck 
Hulfart in 176a, He was en- 
gaged in afUve iervice throi^hout 
the whole of the war, and when 
peace was declared rctiivd into 
winter quarters, and in the month of 
December, 1762,. wu married to 



Frederka Vob Maiow, 
daughter of CommiCaty Gcaoal 
Voa MaCow, whofe acqaaiauaoe 
he had formed in the com of hb 
miliury career. On the di(baadiii| 
of hb regiment ia 1767, Rieded 
was appointed Adjuiaai-Gcneral of 
the Bruafvick Army, and ia 1771, 
named Coload oif Carabiaeci% 
formed fliortly after iaio a legim c ni 
of Dragoons. A few yean after 
this the American Rerolunoa bcokt 
out, and to crufli the rifing fpirk 
of IndependeiKe, Enpand entered 
early in 1776, into treatiea with the 
petty fbvercigns of Germany to take 
into Britilh ferrice nearly 20,000 
German troopa. Over 4,000 of 
thefe were Brunfwicken. Colond 
Riedefel was advanced to the rank 
of Major General and appointed to 
the comnuod of the laocr corpH 
which confiAed of the fbOowian 
troops: I. A tc^ment of (dil- 
mounted) Dragoons; nnder LacoL 
Col. Baum. 2. Prince Frederick'a 
regiment of Infantry; LieuL CoL

Mtrch, 1776 1 arrived at Spithead 
on the a8th of the fame month and 
ftUedoa the 4th April for Quebec, 
where he arrived on the 1 ft of June. 
After fpending a year in Canada, 
he proceeded on the prefent eipe* 
didon. It b not necefl*ary to 'detail 
here the operations in which he was 
engaged. After the furrender of 
the Army he accompanied General 
Burgoyne to Albany, where he was 
cntcruined with rood honorable 
hofpitality at the manfion of Gen. 
Schuyler. He left that city on the 
sad October, 1777, and proceeded 
to Cambridge, where he and the 
other German prifoners arrived on 
the 7th November following. In 
Nov. 1778, the German troopi 
were ordered to Virginia, whiihcr 
Maj. Gen. Ricdcfcl followed, and in 
the courfc of ihe vcar 1 770 were fcnt 
Into Pcnniyivaniri. In NovcmlKf 
of that year hcwai {Krmittcd to re- 
move to New York. Having been 
exchanged in the autumn of 1780, 
Gen. Clinton conferred on hmi a 
command on Long lAand, and MaJ. 
Gen. Ricdcfcl in conlcqucnce took 
up his Quarters in Brooklyn. He 
remained there until nth July, 
1781, when he, his family and 
fuite embarked on board the tranf- 
port Little Deal for Canada. After 
touching at Halifax he arrived a 
iecond time at Quebec on the loth 
September, 1781, and proceeded 



to occupy his old quarten at Sorel, 
having been out in charge of the di^ 
xt\€i fouth or the St. Lawrence be* 
tween Sorel and Lake Champlaim 
In 1783, an order was received to 
fend back the German troops to 
Europe, and Maj. Gen. Riedefel 
(ailed from Quebec in .Auguft of 
that year, and after a brief paflage 
arrived in England, whence he pro- 
ceeded to Brunfwick. Of the 4000 
Brunfwickers that left in 1776, 
about a 800 returned to Germany. 
On the 5ih of March, 1787, Maj. 
Gen. Ricdcfcl was advanced to the 
rank of Lieut. General, and in the 
following year was appointed to the 
command of the Brunfwick contin- 
gent, which formed part of the 
German army that was fcnt to Hol« 
land to fuppori the caufc of the 
Stadholdcr. He fcrvcd with brief 
IntcrvaU In that country until the 
clofc of 1 79 J, when he retired to 
Lautcrbaclt. He returned in 1 794 
to Hrunfwick, of which city he was 
apiHiinicd Ciininundant, atid died 
on the 6th tauuary, 1 800, in the 
6ad year of nii age. Of nine child- 
ren, one daughter only was living 
in 1856. Mdc. Riedefel, who hu 
made herfclf familiar to all Ameri- 
can readers bv her interefting and 
entertaining Letters, furvivcd her 
hulband eight years and died in 
Berlin on the 29th March, 1808.

(b frequendy intcricAed hy crceb, 
rivulets, ftreams, and rapid river^ 
the progreft of troops was liable to 
an endlefs variety of obftruAions. It 
b ufual in Europe to make ufe of 
pontoons on fimilar occafions \ but 
thefe were not always to be obuined 
in America, and even when pro- 
cured became cumbcrfomc ana in- 
convenient in a foreil, u ihcy were 
to be carried through fwamps and 
.woods, fometimes impervious to 
wagons. To obviate the inconven- 
ience to which Gen. Burgoyne was 
fubjc£ted on this account, Lieut.

In (hort, the defence 
of the whole coad, from Portlmouth 
to Berwick-upon-Tweed, was con- 
fided to him ; and few commands 
have ever been bellowed of more 
magnitude and importance, or re- 
quiring more extenfive abilitiet. 
The objeils he had to attain were 
infinitely more multifarious than 
generally fall to the lot eitherof a land 
or of a naval officer ; for he was not 
only under the necellity of contriving 
and conllrutling a variety of rafts,

1807, he was appointed Governor 
in Chief of Britifti North America, 
with the local rank of General; but 
however qualified he n)ight have 
been for a camp, his adminiftndon 



of the affairs of Canada fliowed him 
altogether unfit for the duties of s 
civU governor. Weak, fufpicious, 
and hafty ; perhaps from ill health 
and a broken down conftitution ; 
he foon became the tool of a few 
rapacious, overbearing and irrcfpon- 
fible officials; iaw in every opponent 
of his policy a dilaffedcd rebel | 
feized liberal prcflcs and fuppreflcd 
oppofition newfpapers ; imprifoned 
editors, at and during, his pleafure^ 
and employed fpies to difcover trca* 
fon in Canada and to foment and 
cncouregp it in the United States. 
After a troublcfome adminiftration 
of four years he embarked for 
England on the 19th June, i8ii« 
thoroughly dctefted by the people, 
and contcffing, it is faid, on hb 
departure, thai among his pro- 
fciling friends he had experienced 
more deception and ingratitude in 
Canada than in the whole courfc of 
his life before coming to it. Sir 
James H. Craig did not long furvive 
his return to England. He died of 
dropfy in January, 1812, aged 62 
years. He had been nearly 50 
years in the Army, and during that 
time had not been a day on half 

pay.

When General Burgovne arrived at Bemifet 
Heights, he was received by Gen. Gates at the 
Head of the Continental Army, which was drawn 
up on that occafion. Gen. Gates advanced to re- 
ceive him, told him he was glad to fee him. Gen. 
Burgoyne replyd, I am not glad to fee you ; it is 
my Fortune, Sir, but not my Fault. Gen. Schuy- 
ler's Carriage was fent for, to receive and condudb 
Gen. Redfall, his wife and five children to Albany, 
Gen. Burgoyne and the reft of .the Staff Officers 
were efcorted on Horfeback. They all dined at 
General Schuyler's. At Table General Gates 
drank the King of Great Britain's Health. Gen. 
Burgoyne in return thanked him, and in the next 
Glais drank the Continental Congrefs. Gen. Bur- 
goyne obferved to Gen. Gates, he admired the 
Number, Drcfs and Difcipline of his Army ; but 
above all, the Decorum and Regularity that was 
obferved ; faid. Your Funds of Men are inexhauft- 
ible, like the Hydra's Head, when cut off, feven 
more fprang up in its ftead. 

When Gen. Burgoyne arrived in Albany, the 
Boys gathering round, cryed out, ** Make Elbow

Page 149. CoLONiL Wilkinson. 

JAMES WiLKiMsoN was bora ia Maryland, in 1757, aad at die age 
of 17, entered die Medical School of Philadelphia. After paffing 
diroogh the requifite ftudies he returned to his native place to praAice hb 
profeiBon. On the breaking out of the Revohaion, he joined, ai a Volua* 
leer, CoL Thompibn's company of Rifles, then at the camp before Bol- 
ton, and in September, 1775, was commiffioned Capuin m Read's New 
Hampfliire regiment He joined this corps in 1776, but was foon after 
ordered to Canada, and joined General Arnold at Lachine, axd May of 
that year, but was obliged to quit that Province with the remains of the 
American army, and return to Ticonderoga, where he was appointed 
Major of Brigade. In consequence of an atuck of fever, he had to be 
tcmoved to Albany, and in January, 1777, was commiflioned Lieutenant 
Colonel in a newly railed regiment, commanded by Colonel Gueft, but 
was fliordy after tranffcrred to Hartley's regiment, and proceeded to 
Maryland to recruit On General Gates being appointed to the com- 
mand of the Northern army. Lieutenant Colonel Wilkinfon left Harde3r'f 
regiment and joined Gen. Gates's ftaff as Adjuunt General, in which 
capacity he made die campaign of 1 777. On the furrender of Buigoyne, 
^^Tilkinibn was ient with Gates's defpatches to Congrefi, and recommended 
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IbrpraModMi lwililipiorc6MlMr. KtUAVAoim^wtf 
lopiXlriiitrpeasioiyriitBkIdle,towlM»lwfraiMKlHd. Wha 
k mi afbrvardi moved in Coapcfilo pitint dK ■rihyr widia 
fwoid, it wai prepoied bj wajr of amco d mem, dnt he iwold be pw- 
lenied with a ptir offolden fpan. He, however, leccived the bveict 
of Brigwiier General, 6di of Noranber, 1777, and iccvaed to dM 
North. Id januiry, 1778, he was appointed Secretary of dK Board of 
War, and proceeded in Febroary to Pennfylvaaia. Here he qoarveDod 
widi and challenged Gates, in coniequence of lone mifunderftanding, hoc 
the interference of friends pre\'entcd a hoftUe meeting. General Wiiio*- 
ibn*s promotion having given offence to a number of Colondt ai the 
Continental Army, who felt flighted dKreby, he threw up his brevet oa ihe 
3d, and his Sccreur}'fliip on the aSdi March, 1778; the btter m coa- 
fequence of Gales being PrefiJent of the Board. The dominant influeaoe 
of that officer, and the feuds and intrigues in Congrcis and in the amy, 
left him unemployed until the 29th July, 1779, when he received the 
appointment of Clothier General to the forces. After the peace, Gcaeial 
Wilkinfon turned his attention to the Wcftem country, and in Fcbraaiy, 
1784, fettled at Lexington, Ky., u agent of a commercial company 
in Philadelphia. He foon engigcd in politics, and in 1786 was elcAcd 
member of the Convention preparatory to the entrance of that territofy 
into the Union. Hitherto no trade had been permittod betweca the 
WcHcm people and New Orleans, but General WUkinibn conceived the 
idea of efbblifliing a regular trade thither, and aocordiz^, in 1787 feat 
a cargp of tobacco, flour, butter and bacon down the MiffiSppi, which 
he fliortly followed, and by his perfonal influence, cauicd the removal of 
thofe commercial barriers which had, up to that dme, clofed that market 
to the Weflcm trade. The troubles with the Indiam now abibifaed public 
attention, and mcafures became neceflkry for the protedioa of the fioa- 
ticr. In 1791 an expedition againfl die Wabafli Indians was, thercfoee, 
organized, of which Wilkinfon was chofen Colonel Hb ferviccs oa thb 
occaflon commended him to the Federal Government, and oa 7th 
November.of that year, he was appointed Lieuienau Odooel of the sd

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if lafindy. aad oa 51I1 Much, 179s, Bri|idier GownL 
He mmmwMfcJ dK ligM whig of Wijiie^t amijr it die fiunooi btnk of 
iW Miomee, soch Ai^ift, 1794, and dUHngiiUlied himidf oa dntocca* 
lioB. Tlw Treaty of GiceBviOe wai fliortly after concluded, and put an 
end 10 tW Indian wan on die Ohio. General Wilkinfon took advantage 
of thb treaty to purchale, in company with otKcn, a laige traA of land 
eitending from the Little 10 the Great Miami, on part of which the town 
of Dayton, O., now ftands. In Dece m ber, 1 796, he became General in 
Chief of the army, widi hii headquarters at PittflHirg; vifited Detroit and 
Michilimakinac in 1797, and in 1798, on the organization of the Terri- 
tory of Miffiffippi, eftabUfhed hu head quarters at Natchez, where he 
ereded Fort Adams, (b called afier the Prefidcnt then in office. In the 
year following (1799) he was called to New York to aid the government 
with his advice in the then cridcal ftate of our foreign relations, but after 
his returning to Natchez, was engaged in 1 801 in negotiations with the 
Indian tribes (buth of Tenneflce, and in determining the boundary between 
the Whites and the Chickafaws, ChoAaws, &c. It was while thus em* 
ployed that he was nominated one of the Commiffioners for receiving 
poflcffion of Louifiana. He executed that commiffion December 20th, 
1803, and returned to New York in 1804, after having been honored 
with a public dinner. In 1 805, he was appointed Governor of the Ter* 
ritory of Louifiana, now comprifing the Sutes of Arkanfas, Miflburi, &c. 
He reached St. Louis, the feat of the territorial government, in June, and 
adminiftered the aflfairs of the territory until the dofe of 1 806. He was 
next employed in prote^ng the fouth-weftem fronder from invafion by 
the Spaniards, who had aflembled a large body of troops on the eaftera 
boundary of Texas. On concluding that bufinefs, and making the re- 
quifite arrangements with the Spanifli authorities, he retiuned to New 
Orleans, where he wu Toon aAively engaged in breaking up the plana 
and projed of Aaron Burr. General Wilkinfon's aAivity on that occa- 
fion^ drew down on him the enmity of Burr's friends, and u a confe* 
quence, in December, 1806, an inveftigation into his official conduct. 
This refulted in his fiivor, and the report having been approved. General

Peaco having beoi condadcd, Congrdt pafled an aa (May 1815) 
to ledooe the araijr. Upwards of dghitca hnnditd officcn were diA 
charged. Genend Wilkiniba wu the principal one of diefe, nocyrith* 
ftanding hb forty jean m die pab&c lervice, and his recent honorable 
ac^nal by die genend coiut martiaL He thereupon reared to Gci^ 
mantown, Pk.» where he employed hindelf in die compiladon of his 
Mcinoin» which were puUilhed in 1816, in 3 vols. 8vo, with an Atlas. 
In the b^Muiing of that year, the Genend Aflembly of his native Hate

He fubfequendy went to Mexico, and m Auguft, 1 8x5, obtained from die 
government of dut country a grant of land in Texas. He derived no 
benefit, however, from that grant, for he was feized Toon after, with aa 
attack of diarrhoea, and died near the ci^ of Mexico, on the x8di De* 
cember, 18x5, aged 68 years. Hb body was brought to the houie of

General Willunibn was an elegit gentleman in pcribn and imimifTti 
He was of medium fiac, probably 5 feet 8 or 9 inches. I knew him 
firil in years 1 800 to 1 804. He dwelt in the houfe aeit door 10 nc^ 
in the Six Btu/JiMg/, in Walhingion cit)*. He was fumptuoua and hoa- 
piuble in hu living, not very nicely balancing his means and ends. He 
appeared much abroad with hb Aid, both in full uniform, and geaeraBy 
on horfcback. HU array was (plendid, he having gold fUriupa and fpuiv 
and gold leopard claws to hb leopard faddle-cloih. The boaom of hia 
clothing were alfo gold. He had then two ions at coOege. One or bodi 
of them married and fettled at Natchez. The elder iba was isll aad 
handfome. It fccms to me as if one of them got in a duel there. 

I once iaw Gen. W. mMmg Spruce street m Philadelphia, goi^ aa I 
fuppofe, to a dinner t he in full uniform, having hb hab toupced aad 
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OMftejfCiorranirb. Hut thouUlHivcbeai about the fMr iloa It 
WM befoic iMcby Ipc. 

Goienl WgktBfea'b firt wife wu Mifi Biddk of Phih^^ 
ofClemcDr Biddle, vcfjr long kBomi tt • vcfjr aaive and ciBciedt aicM 
fer merduuiii and capcuM opendng at the cuftom houie. He acquired 
Monejr, and lived to So jrean of age. Hb iecond wife was a cicole of 
New Orieant. About the jrean 1804-5, 1 o^ to ice her and her filler 
vcrjr often. Thejr were vefy handlbne; not deemed affluent t lived on 
a Plantation above New Orleans. They always came 10 the city in a 
vobnie, driving their pair of Andalufian hories themfelves. 

General Wilkinfon firft introduced the cropping of hair in the army. 
Colonel Butler could not endure to lofe hb long-cheriflied cue. He re- 
fitted. It created great feuds, and much divided officers, fo that feveral 
duels occurred. He firfl introduced mufical inftruments, and their coll 
was much difputed at firft by the deparunent. 

In the year 181*4 1 came 10 dwell at Germantown, as calhier of the 
newly founded bank. In. two or three years after. General Wilkinfon 
came to be my near neighbor at niter's Tavern, where he purpofed to 
board and write his three vohimes of Memoirs. It was a long two-lloried 
tone houle, with a high attic, extending the length of the whole houlc, 
and wu well lined with unpainted cedar boards. It was ufed as a ma- 
fiMtf* lodge. There he would pace 10 and fro, and difUte his compofition 
to his amanoenfis, ieemingly an Englifhman. I felt furprilc at (iich a 
mode of bookmaking. I wu allowed to be prefcnc, when I chole. The 
General made no fliew abroad, while there, and did not deiire to vifit, m 
I think. My houfe being near, and informal, he fcemed to like 10 relax 
by calling in, and talking moftly with Mrs. Watfon. She admired him 
for hb elegance and proprieties of manner. See what I have laid of him

tht Kin. Of ditt I became aflbred, vpon caftiBg over all the evidence I 
could obtain when mveftigadng this fidjeft fooiteen jreart fince, die lefti* 
monjr of Eiq. Samuel B. Cook» an inielligeni man who came to rafide 
hetc in 1788, and accompanied me over the grounds, being moft full» 
cipficit and ftroogl/ corroborated by faAi derived from feveral other 
Iborcet. 

The other two were framed buildings, which are ftiU ftanding. When 
the fecond fort at this place was ereAed by Gen. Lyman's army in 1 759, 
feveral buildings were teared widiin it, for* officers' quarters, barracks, 
ftorehouies and worklhops. After the French war, Patrick Smyth wu 
fuperintendent of the public property here, and Caiuda being now con- 
quered, it wu iiippoied there would never be any further ufe for this for- 
tification. It was dierefore neglcAed and went to ruin, and the fuperin- 
lendant and his brother. Dr. James Smyth, took down the two beft 
buildings in the fort and rcereAcd them where they now ftand, for their 
own refidences. That of the Dr. S. wu opened u an inn, and in 1 788 
he fold it to Ezekid Baldwin, who continued for a long time to occupy 
it in the (ame manner. This hoofe hu now for a long time been out of 
repair and unoccupied. It b fituated between the vilbge ftreet and the 
caiial» fomewhat fouth of the fort and north of Fort Edward creek. 

The third building, in which Patrick Smyth refidcd, b below thb, at 
the fouth end of the village, a litde below where the road from Argyle 
conies into the river road. It b now modernized in its appearance, with 
an obfenratoiy on its lop, and painted white, and b die refidence of Cot 
Abraham Fort When Charlotte (now Wtfhington) county was iet off 
from Albany, in 1773, Smyth wu appointed the county clerk, and the 
courts were held in thb houfe, Wm. Duer and Philip Schuyler being the 
prefiding judges at the fix terms which were held before the outbreak of 
the revolutioii caufcd their fufpenfion. The troops which were ftationed at 
thb pbce m the latter yean of the war, 10 piard the frontier againft m*

on the Canada fide of Lake Ontario. SKerwood opened iha hovfe at n 
larcrn, and thereupon the countjr courts^ which had been iccoquneBted 
at New Perth (now Salem) meeting houie— the onljr fnmcd building thai 
in the county, in addition to the(e two— came to be bdd aketMKlf 
there and in this houfc again until 1797. 

This building was formerly defignated at the old Yellow bode. I pie- 
fume it was repainted of thb color, by Sherwood, for 1 have the oapiei^ 
fion that both the Smyth houles were originally icd, though I oi unable 
to find any memorandum dating this fiiA. That thb b ibe boufe ibaK 
was occupied by Gen. Burgoyne and hb ftaflT, whiUl the Dr. Smytk bonfe 
was at the fame time thronged with the families which abode tkeie Iob- 
porartly for protection from hb Indians, fuQy appears fiom onnKimit 
ftatcmcnts which I have gathered. 

Robert Blaise of Eaft Greenwich (now deccaled) iays : *" I was • bof 
** (Uteen years old, when my father's family went to BurgoTBeS camp 10 
** uke proteAion. Whilll there, we refided with an onck of nuaeb Wau 
" Bell, whofe houfe wu a half mile north of the vilhfe. Tke widow 
*' Campbell, was living at my unck's temporarily, ac the ttmt dme. She 
*' ufcd to go down from my unck*s to the camp, every dij, 10 vifit her 
** coufin Gen. Frazier, as (he termed him, who, with the other ofioeisb 
" had their quarters at Smiths houfir, as it was called. Thb waa a hige 
*' houfc, below the fort, and acro(s the brook from the Ibit. It waa 
*' afterwards furroundcd by pickets. It belonged to Dr. Smitk awi hb 
" brother. Their Chrifiian names I don't remember. Mrs. Canpbefl^ 
*' or McNeil as (he ftiould be calkd, for McNeil was her hft huftand» 
** was ulking a great deal at that time, about houies that beloi^ed 10 her 
*' in New York city. Whether ibe really had any houfi» dme, or waa 
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«*icdlf ft codb » GcB. Pmierl doA^ faww, Boi cmy dqr* vImi 
*'llie idvaed Inwi ker vUk to the amp, flie wu tdlia| Vam flie ww 
** foiiig to i^vc the vfe of fidi ft iMvie to tliM o6ker, and fack ft koufe to 
«* dttt, ibr their qowten, o« their ftrrival in New Yori(— for that ihej 
** woold reach New York wu a fixed fiift at that time."— I«Mr y^Mi

BRIGADIER GENERAL PRAZER. 
Page Ii6. 

SIMON pRAZift wu the youngeft feo^it b (aid, of Hugh Prater of 
Bahiain. Hb mother wu daughter of the Praier of Porgert. 80 
fitde is ImowB of hb early hiftory, that we can wiih difficuhy trace him 
heyoad the year 1761. However, we are mclined to the opinion that 
he ferved in one of the Scotch regiments or companies in the pay of 
HoUand previous to the breaking out of the French war. We find a 
Simon Praxer commiffioned a Lieutenant in the 60th Royal Americans 
om the oiganization of that regiment in 1756, who wu tnnflfeiTed on $th 
Janoaiy, 1 7 $7, to Prater's HigMandeis. With thb regiment he ferved 
in the eipedition agsinft Louiftwurg; obtained hb company a and April, 
1759, and accompanied Gen^ Wolfe to Quebec. On the 1 5th March, 
1761, he received the brevet rank of Major, and wu commiflioned Major 
of the ft4th Foot, 8th February, 1 762. He wu garrifoned for a few years 
at Gibraltar, whence hb regiment went to Irebnd. On 14th July, 1768, 
Major Frazer was appointed Lieutenant Colonel of the 24th, which corps 
wu ordered to Canada in 1 776, and formed part of the forces commanded 
by Gen. Burgoyne, whom Lt. Col. Frazer accompanied with the rank of 
Brigadier General, on the prefent expedition. Hb ferviccs therein are 
matters of public hiftory. He dofed an honourable career on the field of 
battle on the 7th of Odober, 1777. The circumftances attending his 
death are thus narrated by Mde. Riedefcl : 

*' General Frazer, and I believe Generab Burgoyne and Phillips, were 
" to dine with me on that day. I remarked much movement in the camp.

" flew aroond and above the aflembled mourners. General Gates pro* 
** teftcd afterwards, that had he known what was going on, he would 
" have flopped the fire immediately. Many cannon balls flew dofe by 
** me, but my whole attendon was engaged by the funeral fccne, where 
. **! fiiw my httflMind ezpofed to inuninent danger. Thb, indeed, was not 
** a moment to be apprehenfive for my own fifety.** 

General Burgoyne has defcribed this fcene with his uTual felicity of ex- 
preffion and ebquence, and in a much more graphical ftyle than our an* 
thoreis. We beg leave to copy the following paflage : 

" The inccflant cannonade during the folemnity; the fteady attimde 
** and unaltered voice with which the chaplain officiated, though frequently 
" covered with duft, which the Oiot threw up on all fides of him | the 
** mute but ezpreflive mixture of (enfibiUty and indignation, upon every 
** countenance ; thefe obje^ will remain to the laft of life upon the mind 
"of every man who was preicnt The growing dufkinefs added to the 
** fceneiy, and the whole marked a character of that jun^hire that would 
" nuke one of the fineft fubjcAs for the pencil of a maftcr, that the field 
** ever exhibited. To the canvafs, and to the faithful page of a more im- 
«* portant hifbrian, gallant friend ! I confign thy memory. There may thy 
** talents, thy manly virtues, their progrefs and their period, find due dif- 
** dndion ; and k>ng may they furvive ; k>ng after the frail record of my 
*' pen fliall be forgotten !**— Sute 9/ the ExpeJUUw Jhm Cwadu, ^. &c.

The widow Jones and her fern uc repotted to have come here frofla 
New }ctfef, from whence aUb came the McCreas, whole firther was a 
Preibjrterian deigrman in that iaie. The widow Jones's houie flood on 
die well or Samoga fide ofthe river, over a half mile below the old fort, 
nearly on the (jpot whev a cream colored houie now fUhds» fbme twenty 
rods below the fkone houie of Haliey Rogers. At this place was the 
principal fenj on the river, which condnoed to be known as the Jones 
faty many years after the family had left. Philander Doty fucceeded the 
widow Jones, and die houie was deilroyed at the time of Carleton's de- 
icent hidier, m the autumn of 1780. The following fUtements from 
Jacob Bitely, deccaied, merit to be copied, in this connexion. 

** Father moved to thb place from Skeneiboro, in die fpring of 1779, 
''when I was 17 years old. Though the land there fuited him well 
"enough, he did not feel we ihould be iafe m refiding diere. We ihould 
" be better guarded, he iaid, to be in die rear of Fort Edward. So he 
** came down here, and bought out a rank tory on the oppofite (Saratoga) 
" iide of die river, named Tutde, father of John and Wm. Tutde. The 
** farm was all cleared up and under cultivation. It lay on Snoot kill, 
" and our hode ilood where the white houie ibuth of the mouth of Snoot 
" kin now fUods. Other tories about here alio ibid out and went to Canada 
" about the fame time widi Tuttle ; for diey now began to defpair of the 
** king^s conquering this country, and the whigs were getdng to feel in fuch 
**high fpirits, they could not bear to remain in the neighborhood. The 
** widow Jones and her fons fold their place to Philander Doty. Their 
** ferryman, who iet jane McCrea acrofs the river, the morning of the day 
** ihe was murdered, remained and contbued to do the ferrying feveral 
*' years after we came here. I have the moil perfe^recoQcfUon of hearing

** Canada. Bui it iccms diey could not forget their bappy homes of 
** former years, and fucb were their fceGngs of hatred and mal evol en ce 
** towards the whigs, that it added gall to their cup to thmk that tbefo, 
«* their bitter enemies, were living in quiet comfort, in thor old rcfidenoea. 
** They therefore refolved to * deftroy what they could noc enjoy.' A 
*' large company of thefe refugees, under the lead of die Tattles andGeow
